T O E IN DIANS. 


C o n tlict YYItli F e d e r a l T roop», In W h ic h 
M any LI v is W ere L o st. 
C h icag o , December 29th.—Colonel Cor­ 
bin at army headquarters here, this morn- 
iug received a telegram from General Miles 
at Rapid City, S. D„ confirming the Asso­ 
ciated Press dispatches last night about the 
capture oi Big Foot and his band. Colonel 
Corhiu thinks tnis virtually meaDS the end­ 
ing of ail trouble, and General Miles will 
be able to start for heme in a few days. 
The General left Rapid City yesterday on 
horseback for Pine Ridge Agency, a jour­ 
ney of seventy railes. 


HOW THE SUREENDER OCCURRED. 


O m a h a , December 29th.—A special to the-* 
Bet from Pine Ridge says : Big Foot’s band 
was discovered shortly before noon yester­ 
day by Little Bat, one of the Indian scouts. 
The hostile camp was eight miles north­ 
west of Major Whiteside's camp, on the 
Wounded Knee. W hen this was reported 
to Major Whiteside he ordered four troops 
of the Seventh Cavalry into saddle and 
marched to the point indicated by the 
scout. As the m ilitary approached, the 
hostiles formed in long line oi battle Major 
W hiteside brought his men up into line, 
and when they came within rifle-shot Big 
Foot came forward on foot and unarmed"} 
and signaled that he wanted to speak with 
the Msjor. 
Dismounting, the latter walked 
out and met the Chief. 
As they came for­ 
ward, Big Foot extended his hand in token 
of peace. 
“I am sick. My people here 
want peace, and—” 
Major W hiteside cut him short with, “I 
won't, nor will I have any parleying at all. 
It is either an unconditional surrender or 
fight. W hat is your answer?” 
"W e surrender,” said the chief. 
“ We 
would have done so before, but we could 
not find you and could not find any soldiers 
to whom to surrender.” 
Then, at a signal, Lis warriors raised the 
white rlag. 
In less time than it takes to 
write it the military had their prisoneis 
surrounded and a courier was hastened 
into Pine Pidge Agency for the other four 
troops of the Seventh Cavalry and Lieu­ 
tenant Taylor’s scou's to help guard and 
disarm the party. There are 150 warriors, 
ail perfectly armed, and 250 sqnaws, to­ 
gether with many children. They seem to 
De well fixed for war, except that some of 
them are without ponies. Major W hite 
side has 250 soldiers. 
The general opinion is that the surrender 
of Big Foot is not in good faith. The In ­ 
dians still retain their arms. The party, 
however, is being watched, and the first 
false move will precipitate a fight. 


THE TROUBLE NOT YET OVER. 


C h ic a g o , December 29th—A dispatch 
from Omaha says; The Bee has a sñecial 
from Pine Ridge that a battle was fought 
iast night between the hostiles and the 
troops on Porcupine creek, and a number 
were killed on both sides. Captain W all­ 
ace, and other officers of lower rank, of 
the Seventh Cavalry are among the killed. 


THE KEWS CONFIKMED. 
C h ic a g o , December 29th.—The news re­ 
ceived in the city this afternoon that a seri­ 
ous fight had occurred when the troops 
tried to disarm Big Foot’s band, is con­ 
firmed by the receipt of the following tele­ 
gram by Colonel Corbin from General 
M ilts at a late hour to-night: 
R apid City (S. D.), December 2tiLh. 
Colonel Forsythe reports that while disarm ­ 
ing Big Foot’s band a light occurred. 
Captain 
W allace and a few soldiers were killed. Lieu­ 
tenant Gariiugton and fifteen m en were w ound­ 
ed. Th’s again com plicates the surrender of all 
the Indians, which would.have taken place in 
a short tim e had this not occurred. Forsythe 
had two battalions and Hotchkiss guns. Quite 
a large num ber of young w arriors have been 
away from the cam p th a t were going from the 
Bad Lands. 
Also quite a num ber of Two 
Strikes' band are go ng toward Forsythe. The 
troops are in close proxim ity. 
Mii.es. 


SIX K ILLED AND SIXTEEN WOUNDED. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 29th.—Official 
dispatches from General Miles, dated Rapid 
City, S. D., were received to-night by Gen­ 
eral Scho5eld, telling of a Sght in the Bad 
Lands to-day. The first was that Whiteside 
bad four troops of cavalry and held the In ­ 
dians till Forsythe reached him with four 
more troops last night. At 8:30 this m orn­ 
ing. while disarming the Indians, a fight 
commenced. 
“I think very few of the In­ 
dians have escaped. I think we will have 
the matter in hand as soon as they are all 
in position. There Í3 no precaution om it­ 
ted. The fight occurred near the head of 
Wounded Knee creek. 
I have just seen 
many cf the Indians who went out towards 
Forsythe come back.” 
The next dispatch says: “General Brooke 
telegraphs: ’Forsythe reports that while 
disarming Big Foot's bands this morning 
a fight took place, in which Captain Wal­ 
lace and five soldiers were killed and Lieu­ 
tenant Girlington and fifteen men wounded. 
Tne Indians are being hunted up in all 
directions.’ ” Genera! Brooke also reports 
that mauy of the young wariors that were 
going out from camp in the Bad Lands to 
the agency have gone toward Forsythe. 
All troops have been notified. 
A later dispatch from General Brooke 
reports that two shots were fired near the 
agency at Pine Ridge by some one later in 
the day. Several shots were fired in return. 
Quite a large num ber of Two Strike’s band 
ran away, and all the agencies are gen­ 
erally excited. 
All this makes matters 
look more serious 
General Schofield, though deeply regret­ 
ting the occurrence, was not greatly sur­ 
prised when he learned the treachery dis­ 
played by the Indians in the fight. He 
has been on the lookout for treachery all 
the time. It was almost inevitable, so far 
as he could see. 
Just now there appeared to be no further 
dancer at hand, except to be feared from 
the disarmament of the band of Indians 
that is still out, thoueh the excitement fol­ 
lowing the fight of to-day might be the 
means of leading to farther trouble. 
Secretary Proctor also expressed regret 
at the occurrence, as he had hoped for a 
settlement of the trouble without further 
bloodshed. 
He supposed, inasmuch as 
Big Foot was connected with Sitting Bull’s 
band, that it was the case that the Indians 
wanted revenge for killing their friend. 


L4TER PARTICUL* RS. 
L in c o l n (Neb ), December 29th.—The 
Stale Journal has from its special corre­ 
spondent the following story of the fight 
between the troops and Big Foot’s Indians 
at the camp at W ounded Knee : "A t 8 
o’clock this 
morning the troops were 
massed about the 
Indian village, the 
Kotchkiss gnns overlooking the camp, not 
fifty yards away. Colonel Forsythe or­ 
dered all the Indians to come forward 
away from their tents. They came, and 
sat in a half circle until counted. Dis­ 
mounted troops were then thrown around 
them. Company K, Captain Wallace, and 
Company B. Captain Varnum. 
The order was then given to twenty of 
the Indians to go and get their guns. 
They returned with only two guns. A de­ 
tachment of troops at once becan to search 
the village, finding thirty-eight guns 
As 
this task was about com peted, the Indiaas, 
surrounded by Companies K and B, began 
40 move. 
All of a sudden they threw their 
biackets to the ground, whipped up rifles 
and began firing rapidlv at the troops, not 
twenty feet away. The troops were at a 
great disadvantage—fearing to shoot their 
own comrades. The Indian men, women 
and children then ran to the south battery, 
firing rapidly as they ran. 
' 
Soon the m ounted troops were after 
them, shooting them down on every hand 
The engagement lasted fully an hour and 
a half. To the south, m any took refuge in 
a ravine, from which it was difficult to dis­ 
lodge them. 
I should estimate the killed and wounded 
from what I saw on the field and vicinity 
at fifty. Just now it is impossible to state 
the exact number. The soldiers are shoot­ 
ing them down wherever found. 
Tbe field was one of great confusion 


horses running in every direction and the 
men fir a few momenta frantic, owing to 
the unfortunate Tray they were placeJ. 
Captain Wallace of K troops was the 
oniy officer killed. Iu the first mad rush 
oi the Indians those of them who had not 
guns attacked the troops with knives, clubs 
and tomahawks, and poor Cap’atn Wallace 
was struck down with a blow from a 
hatchet on the head. 
Father Croft, a Catholic missionarv. re­ 
ceived a buliet-wound which will probably 
result fatally. 
Lieutenant Garlington. of Arctic explora­ 
tion fame, received a serious wound a the 
arm and a num ber of non-commissioned 
officers and privates were wounded—prob­ 
ably twenty-rive cr thirty in all. Several 
of these are likely to die. 
I cannot at ibis 
time give the names of all the wounded. 
As this dispatch is being written the 
troops are still pursuing the Indians in 
every direction. 
The correspondent 
says 
the Indians 
must have been mad to have attacked the 
number of soidieis who were gathered 
about them, there being only 120 bucks. 
Toe treacherous deed, coming at the time 
it tito, was a surprise, and the correspond­ 
ent doub's if any of the Indians will be 
le.t auve to tel! the tale wheu the soldiers 
geMurough the day’s work. 
I he members of the Seventh Cavalry 
nave once more shown themselves heroes 
in deeds of daring. Singie conflicts of 
great bravery were seen all over the field.

C onflict B e tw ee n th e U nion P acific 
T w o O ther Road» 


C h ic a g o , December 29:h.—The action of 
the Union Pacific iu debarring the Chi­ 
cago, Milwaukee nnd St. Paul from en­ 
trance into Omaha over the Union Pacific 
bridge was a surprise to the St. Paul offi­ 
cials. For some time they have been ad­ 
vertising that, beginning yesterday, they 
would run pas-'enger tiains through to 
Omaha, but the first one under the new 
schedule was stopped by the Union Pacific 
people at the bridge. 
^ In r.n interview President Miller, of the 
St. Paul road, said: “ Lsst May our com- 
ptny entered into an arrangement with tne 
Rock Isiand road, by which we were to 
build a bridge across the Missouri at 
Omaha for our joint use. As soon as the 
Union Pacific people heard of this, and I 
refer particularly to Sidney Dilion, who is 
now President, aud Genera! Dodge, who is 
a Director. they sought a conference wiih 
us aud told us there would be no need of 
our building a bridge, as they would be 
g.ad to let us use their bridge for a certain 
consideration. 
"Subsequently a contract was drawn up 
by which our road and the Rock Island 
were to run trains into the Union depot at 
Omaha over the Union Pacific bridge. This 
company was to pay $50.000 a year and its 
proportion of other joint expenses. The 
contract was approved by President Adams 
and the Board of Directors of the Union 
Pacific, and there cad be no question as to 
its validity. 
“So far as our freight business is con­ 
cerned, we have been operating under tbe 
contract since July, but as sooa as we gave 
notice that we would begin to ran passen­ 
ger trains we were shut out without an ex­ 
planation. The contract is legally binding, 
aud I do not see how the Union Pacific can 
set it aside.” 
The Rock Island contract was similar to 
that of St. Paul, except that it embraced 
the joint use of the tracks from Omaha to 
Lincoln. On the strength of it, the Rock 
Island has built fifty-two miles of road be 
tween Lincoln and Beatiice, connecting 
with its main line. The LTnion Pacific was 
thus to obtain a southern outlet through 
Indian Territory, and become a competitor 
for traffic to and from the Southwest. 
Presidents Miller aud Cable had a con­ 
ference to-day. 
Both declare that they 
have not decided on any definite course of 
action. They were firmly of tbe opinion, 
however, that they could not be deprived 
of the rights accorded them by the con­ 
tract, even though there has been a change 
in the management of the Union Pacific 
The opinion was expressed here to day 
that the hand of Jay Gould has been see» 
in all of this. 
He owns the Missouri-Pa­ 
cific, and that part of the contract which 
gives the Union Pacific into Missouri Pa­ 
cific territory is not to his taste. 
There is a feeling in railway circles that 
this affair may prove the death-blow of the 
President’s agreement. 
President Miller 
said in an interview that if the contract 
cannot be made to Btand there is no use 
fooling away time with the traffic agree­ 
ments.

TAKING THE BACK TEACK. 


The R e c o r d - U x io n some weeks ago 
said that this Congress would begin the 
tinkering business with the McKinley 
mistake. About a dozen bills to amend 
the gorgeous blunder have already been 
introduced. One of the latest is by Con­ 
gressman Taylor of Illinois, one of the few 
McKinley men who did not fall in the 
slaughter of the November election. Mr. 
Taylor proposes to restore the old rate on 
tin plate—that is, to reduce the duty from 
2.2 
cents 
per pound, which can be 
charged after July 1st next, to one cent. 
Also, to repeal the provision making tin 
dutiable at four cents a pound after July 
1, 1893. This last tax was dapped on to 
benefit some alleged tin mine owners out 
in the Black Hills. 
Mr. Taylor says that Major McKinley 
told him at the time of the passage of the 
bill that he 6aw no reason for advancing 
the duty upon tin plate. Then why in 
the name of the prophet did he he not 
save his reputation by entering his pro­ 
test? Or was it the old, old story of man­ 
ufacturing ring interest pressing hard and 
putting on the screws in other quarters to 
make the bill respond in the advanced 
rate on tin plate ? We suspect that the 
question locates the milk in the cocoanut. 
If there was any one thing during the 
campaign that was whooped up more than 
another it was the alleged beneficence of the 
high duty on tin plate. Doubtless the massof 
the promoters of the idea were sincere, 
but here we have one of the “saved” Con­ 
gressmen who voted for the advance now 
- proposing to take the back track and re­ 
peal the new duty in favor of the old. 
M r. Taylor will really need to go about 
w ith artillery strapped upon him —some 
of the people who threatened to put up 
th a t $2,000,000 tin plate manufactory 
may be disposed to waylay him. 


A SOBEE CAPITOL. 


A correspondent o f the R e c o rd - U x io n , 
who keeps a bar with a corner grocery at­ 
tachment, enters a protest well in advance. 
H e objects to the State going into compe­ 
tition with him in the liquor traffic. We 
sustain the objection. At the same time 
we entertain the high hope that it may 
not be necessary to file the protest; that 
there will not be opened up in the rooms 
of Sergeants-at-Arms at the Capitol, this 
winter, or in any other rooms in that 
building, rum mills and wine buffets; we 
believe that the incoming custodians of 
the Capitol will enforce the law forbidding 
the dispensing of liquors within the build­ 
ing. The people want no more, forever, 
such scenes as disgraced the halls of State 
two years ago, when drunken harlots 
sailed reeling through the corridors with 
wine bottles in hand and petticoats up 
chock-a-block while they howled in maud­ 
lin chorus, “W hite Wings, they never 
grow weary.” 
We never again wish too 
see the retiring rooms of a legislative 
chamber converted into bar-rooms, with 
blue-nosed servitors dealing out gin for 
com. No, we entertain the belitf that 
even the “well” will have its jurisdiction 
limited to the festive oyster and the placid 
cracker; that the State Capitol will remain 
sober this winter, and that our friend of 
the bar with the corner grocery attach­ 
ment will not suffer unequal and illegal 
competition. 


T h e r e is one feature of the election of 
Mr. Irby to the United States Senate from 
South Carolina that is especially signifi­ 
cant. Irby is of post-rebellion production. 
He is a young man who comes to the front 
with no distinct memories of the rebellion. 
He has very little connection with the 
sentiment of Confederatism, and goes to 
the Senate upon no tradition of the war- 
This may be taken, therefore, as one of 
the indications of the unrest of Southern 
young manhood because of the constant 
preferment of Southern Brigadiers and 
Confederate veterans. There are many 
evidences that the new generation in the 
South is dissatisfied with the spirit that 
has kept it in the background. This new 
force is living for the present, and wishes 
to put behind it the memories of the war 
and the sentiments that keep alive some­ 
thing of its bitterness. In other words, 
while a very few years more will put all 
the Confederate veterans beneath the sod 
or out of political competition, the young 
South is unwilling to wait for that lapse 
of time. 
Unquestionably, the Farmers’ 
Alliance could have taken a Confederate 
veteran for its candidate in South Caro­ 
lina, and won ; but that it chose a young 
man, proves that the Alliance managers 
are fully aware of the changes going on in 
the South, anil that they do not over­ 
estimate its potency. 


S o m e m ay be deceived by the fancy 
that boasting in one’s own alley is adver­ 
tising oneself abroad. But sensible people 
know precisely what value to place upon 
trumpeting in a cellar. 
No town was ever 
yet built up and fostered by mere local 
shouting. W hat the press can best do for 
its town is to make it understood abroad, 
and to worthily represent it in other parts. 
Locally, a newspaper can do very much to 
stimulate home activity, to promote self­ 
reliance, to correct error and uneconomic 
policies, and to encourage enterprise and 
investment. But none of these ends are 
attained by boom methods, by vainglorious 
oasting or by extravagant, ridiculous and 
bombastic claims. 


T h e A w ard in g o f th e C ontract D eferred 
A n o th er W eek . 
There was another wrangle amoDg the 
City Trustees yesterday over the m atter of 
awarding a contract to do the city's adver­ 
tising for the coming year. The subject 
was brought up by the Mayor, who said 
the committee had decided that the B u s 
bid was the lowest. The new paper, the 
News, had put in a bid since the others had 
been opened, but the Board could hardly 
consider it. H e thought it would be to 
the advantage of the city to wait awhile 
and see if they coaid not engage a certain 
space the year round. 
'T ra s te e 'McLaughlin said he believed a 
rate ought to be fixed by the Board for ad­ 
vertising. 
V. 8. McClatchy, of the Bee, claimed that 
it would be unfair to do anything other 
than to award the contract to his paper. 
Bids had been advertised for, they had 
been submitted and opened, and the Bee's 
had been found to be the lowest. 
Why 
not, then, award it the cor tract ? 
The Mayor insisted that the m atter be 
laid over for one week, and was about to 
return the News' bid, when Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin (who had stated that he did not 
attem pt to delay the m atter last week be­ 
cause he expected another bid to be 
handed in) objected, and demanded that 
tLe b'd be opened. He made a motion to 
that effect. 
The Mayor declared the motion was out 
of order and improper, aDd he did not pro­ 
pose to pay any attention to it. 
“ If you don’t open it, I’il leave the 
Board !” said Trustee McLaughlin. “ Yon 
(turning to the Mayor) are not going to 
ran this Board, and I’ll see that yon 
won’t !’’ 
“I'm Chairman of this Board,” replied 
the Mayor, "and I don’t propose to be bull­ 
dozed by you or any other member.’’ 
“Yes, that's so, you are,” answered Mc­ 
Laughlin, “ but you had better consider my 
motion, or you’ll not do another bit of bus­ 
iness in this Board. I ll leave my seat.” 
"W ell, I ’ll take backwater,” said the 
Mayor, in confusion. "W e’ll Eee what the 
sense of the Board is on this motion.” 
"I move to throw out all the bids!” 
shouted Mr. Wolf, “and advertise for new 
ones.” 
Mr. McClatchy objected, claiming that 
the motion was unfair to the two papers 
that had submitted bids, and especially to 
the one which had made the lowest pro­ 
posal to do the advertising. 
After a rather heated wrangle between 
the members of the Board, Mr. Wolf with­ 
drew his motion. 
Mr. McLaughlin forgot about his former 
motion, and moved that the Board set a 
price on the advertising—the same as fixed 
by the county. 
Mr. Wolf and the Mayor wanted tim e to 
consider the matter, and it was ordered 
postponed nntil next Monday. 


COTTON IS FEEE. 


T h e S a n ta B a rb a r a M u rd e re r P a rd o n e d 
l>y th e G o v ern o r. 
The pardon m ill ran at a lively gait yes­ 
terday, and the penitentiary doors were 
opened to five more of its inmates, includ­ 
ing James A. Cotton, the man who m ur­ 
dered another in Santa Barbara county sev­ 
eral years ago and was sentenced for life. 
The crime was shown to have been of an 
atrocious character. Cotton was the para­ 
mour of a Mrs. Norton, and the couple 
conspired to mnrder the woman's h u s­ 
band. They lived at an isolated spot near 
Point Rincon, and the crime was carried 
out in the mo3t cowardly manner. W hile 
Norton was sitting at the table Cotton stole 
on him from behind and beat his brains 
out with an ax. The two murderers buried 
the body in the sand, and next day Mrs. 
Norton took her two little children and 
had them play about over their father's 
grave in order to obliterate all traces of the 
crime. 
In granting a pardon to this m an, the 
Governor says it was asked for by the 
Mexican Veterans, and that Cotton has been 
a good prisoner. “In view of hie excellent 
conduct and declining years,” and the pe­ 
tition of the Mexican Veterans, he is set 
free. 
THE OTHER PARDOKS. 
Among the four other pardons granted 
was one to Otto Curdts, who was sentenced 
from Santa Clara county two years ago for 
murder, to serve thirty yeais. Curdis had 
a very numerously-signed petition, em ­ 
bracing the names of leading citiz-ns of 
Santa Clara, and members of the State 
Board of Prison Directors. Prior to the 
commission of the act he had been a 
peaceable young man, while hi3 victim 
was quarrelsome. These and other m iti­ 
gating circumstances influenced the Gov­ 
ernor in pardoning him. 
Margaret Kerrigan, a woman who should 
probably have been sent to an asylum, in­ 
stead of the penitentiary, is another cf the 
fortunate ones. W hile “out of her head” 
and in a fit of jealous rage, caused by her 
husband’s conduct, she cut another woman 
with a razor. She was afterward an in­ 
mate of an insane hospital, but after being 
discharged was convicted of assault to 
m urder and sentenced to eight years. 
Fred. Meraten and John Donovan, who 
were sent to the House of Correction a 
little over a year ago for forgery, were both 
ordered released. ~

I Hurley denied that he threw West upon a 
chair or that he struck him out on the 
sidewalk. He was also positive that he 
had not s;en any money taken from West, 
and that there was no intention on his part 
to rob him. 
After some unimportant testimony by 
D. J. Considine, the further hearing of the 
case went over until to day. 


WARRING SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


The preliminary examination of Jack 
Hurley, the prize-fighter, charged with rob­ 
bery, brought out some rather*sensational 
testimony in the Police Court yesterday. 
Hurley was accused, in company with 
Dell Murphy and Eobert Watts, of having 
brutally beaten and robbed a stranger 
named West, in Smith’s K street dive, on 
the 18th inet. Robert Watts is the cripple 
who was stabbed some weeks ago in a 
drunken brawl, and came near dying. 
Watts became acquainted with West and 
went with him to Smith's place, where 
the robbery was committed. The three 
defendants demanded separate trials, aud 
Hurley’s was the first to come up. 
To the surprise of Hurley and Murphy 
Watts turned State’s evidence, taking the 
witness stand and telling all about the 
affair. 
The case of Hurley was first called at 
the morning session of the Court, but Mr. 
Estabrook, Hurley’s attorney, pleaded for 
a continuance in order that some mysteri­ 
ous witnesses, by whom it was expec'ed to 
prove an alibi, might be summoned. Judge 
Buckley, however, would only permit a 
continuance until the afternoon. When 
the case came up again Hurley’s attorney 
again asked for a continuance, and handed 
the Court an affidavit sworn to by Harley, 
in support of his request. 
The Court did net consider the affidavit 
sufficient, and ordered the examination to 
proceed. 
THE VICTIM TESTIFIES. 
James West then took the witness-stand. 
He testified that on the 17th instant he 
came to Sacramento from Kocklin to attend 
to some business. The next afternoon he 
drank considerable, but did not get so 
drunk as not to know wbat he was doing. 
About 5 o’clock he met Watts and asked 
him to take a drink at Considine's satoon. 
The proprietor of the latter place declined 
to give the witness any liquor, sa> ins be 
thought he had enough. Tne witness and 
Watts then went out and entered Smith’s 
place, which was near by. Dell Murphy 
was serving drinks from behind the bar. 
and Hurley, the prize fighter, was outside 
of the bar conversing with Murphy. 
“I called for drinks for Watts and my­ 
self,” contiuued West, “and Hurlev and 
Murphy took drinks, too. I only wanted 
to pay for the two drinks I ordered, but 
Murphy said I had to pay for all. Hurley 
said, too. that I ought to pay for four. I 
then took out my purse, and was about to 
open it, when Murphy suddenly reached 
over and tried to snatch it from me, but I 
pulled it away from him. We had some 
further argument, and then I took out my 
purse again. Murphy reached out again, and 
this time got it away from me. There were 
over $15 in the purse at he time—a five- 
dollar and a ten-dollar gold piec and some 
silver. Murphy opened the purse, and 
held it below the bar. I could see from 
his motions that he was taking something 
out of it. He then held up a four-bit piece 
and sai J that that was enough for the 
drinks, and that that w.ts all he took out.” 
BRUTALLY BEATEN, TOO. 
Continuing, West said that Murphy threw 
the purse on the counter, and then Hurley 
tried to take it. Witness seized the latter 
by the ccat and pulled him away, saying: 
“So you would rob mp, too, after drinking 
with me.” 
Hurley immediately seized 
him in his arms and threw him with great 
force upon a chair, breaking two of Weit's 
ribs, aud otherwise injuring him. 
When West had regained his feet, Mur­ 
phy stepped over to him and gave him his 
purse and told him to get cut. 
He obeyed, he said, with alacrity, but 
Hurley followed him out upon the 3ide- 
1 walk and dealt him a heavy blow in the 
facp, rendering him unconscious. Police 
officer Simmons happened along shortly 
afterward and took West to the police sta­ 
tion. After seeing the officer, said the wit­ 
ness, he did not remember anything until 
he found himself in the Receiving Hospi­ 
tal. The witness was satisfied that the men 
meant to rob him and were successful. 
After cross-examination by attorney Est­ 
abrook, West left the stand and was taken 
back to the R 'ceiving Hospital, where he 
has been under treatment since bis encoun­ 
ter with the Philistines. 
WATTS TELLS ALL. 
City Attorney Hart arose at this point of 
the proceedings and announced that inas­ 
much as be desired to call Rdbert Watts to 
thé witness stand to testify for the State, 
he would move that the charge of robbery 
against that individual be dismissed. 
Judge Buckley granted the motion, and 
the cripple was sworn. His testimony not 
only corroborated that of West, but wa3 
much stronger. His veision of the story 
was the same as West's up to the time that 
Murphy seized West’s purse. 
"When Murphy got the purse,” he said, 
“I saw him takeout a ten-dollar gold piece 
and put it some place, either behind the 
bar or in his pocket. He then took out a 
half dollar, and, holding it up, said that 
would pay for the drinks. West would not 
take his purse back, declaring that Murphy 
had robbed him. Murphy then shoved the 
purse over to Hurley, and the latter was 
about to take it when West seized him by 
the coat. A sort of wrestling match fol­ 
lowed, and West was thrown down heavily, 
after which Murphy gave him his purse.” 
Watts said he did not see Hurley strike 
W eston the sidewalk. Witness returned 
to the saloon later on and accused Murphy 
of taking West's money. Murphy denied 
it, and then told Watts “not to bring any 
more men in the saloon to be done up, but 
that when they did come in he i Murphy) 
could do them up himself, and then there 
would be no trouble.” 
MOKE INTERESTING TESTIMONY. 
John, better known as “Nosey.” Con­ 
nors was the next witness for the prosecu­ 
tion. He testified that he was confined in 
the same cell with Hurley in the City 
Prison last week. 
Witness was only 
“doing” five days and was released on Fri­ 
day. Before he left the prison Hurley 
wrote a note on three little slips of paper 
and asked “Nosey” to deliver it to John 
Norton, the saloon keeper. Witness could 
not find Norton and subsequently became 
frightened and gave the note to police 
officer Simmons. 
City Attorney Hart produced the three 
pieces of paper and “Nosey” identified 
them as the ones he took from Hurlev. 
Officer Simmons then took the stand and 
identified the papers as those he took from 
“Nosey,” and Police Captain Lee testified 
that they were the same officer Simmons 
handed over to him. 
The chain was now complete and then 
the City Attorney offered the note in evi­ 
dence. The first section of it reads as fol­ 
lows: 
Friend Johnny: For God’s sake will you do 
me a favor. Johnny, you know I am willing to 
take chances on my life for you any time. 
Johuny, yon know what it is to be in prison. 
Johnny, for God's sake try’ and stop Murnhv 
from turning slate's evidence against me. You 
know 1 am square. Ta'.k to him. We can beat 
this if he does not say anything. For God's 
sake try. Johnny, I trust to you as a friend. 
Now try and make him come off. 
Oa the next sheet the prize fighter wrote 
as follows: 
Johnny, he has even turned everybody against 
me. He said I kicked the man. He is a liar S. 
B. He got the purse. He is a stool 5. B. Him 
and sunmans are running around together. 1 
shoved the fellow over the chair and he got the 
purse. 
The last of the note was written on a 
piece of naper about an inch and a 
half in diameter, and was scrawled on both 
sides. It read as follows: 
Johnny, we are about like brothers, at least I 
think so. Johnny, will you p’.case go and ask 
Bart if he will try to get it down to pettv or bat­ 
tery" I will plead guilty before I take any 
chances, then I can turn Murphy up. He 
would do the same thing to vou if he could. 
Explain this to Murphy. Merry- Chri-tmas, 
John. 
HURLEY TESTIFIES. 
The prosecution closed after the letter 
was read, and Mr. Estabrook moved that 
his client be discharged on the ground that 
a case had not been made out against him. 
The motion was promptly denied, as was 
also a motion for a continuance. 
The defendant Hurley was then placed 
4 
on the stand in his own behalf. He said 
he was in Smith's saloon when Watts and 
West came in. The latter was very drunk 
and boisterous. He asked “all hands” to 
drink and then refused to pay tor the 
liquor. Witness and Murphy tried to per­ 
suade him to pay the bill, but he was ob­ 
stinate. Finally Murphy said he would 
“treat” if West ' would pay what he owed. 
This suited West, and he took out his 
purse. 
Just then the witness turned 
around to converse with some friends and 
did not see what transpired between Mur­ 
phy and West. When he looked around 
acrqir?

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WHERE IS JOHN STEWART? 
The Pioneer Colored Porter ol the Golden 
Eagle Motel is M issisg. 
Old Californians, who have visited Sacra­ 
mento often in the last thirty years, know 
“Uncle” John Stewart, the colored porter 
of that hostelry, who has staid at his post 
through all the changes of administration 
that have taken place within its walls since 
Daniel E. ■ allahan built and run it in the 
very early history of the city. 
In all these years ‘ John,” as he has besn 
familiarly known, has been a feature of 
the place. But there is an aching void 
about the hotel just now—John is gone. 
But his whereabouts is a mystery to all 
the attaches of the place. 
He has not been seeu about there for two 
days and as mauv nights, and there is a 
fear that something has happened to him. 
He was at the hotel on Saturday, as usual, 
and retired that night at his customary 
hour, a3 is snpposed. but failed to make 
his appearance the following morning. 
A visit to his room disclosed the fact that 
he had disappeared during the night, with­ 
out even stopping to fully dress himself. 
His white shirt lay where he had laken it 
off on retiring, and his every-day working 
clothes were gone, excepting bis vest, 
showing that he must have departed in 
undershirt, pantaloons and coat. He had 
some fine suits, but they were ell found in 
his room. 
Stewart was not known to be mentally 
affected in any way, but it looks as if he 
bad wandered off while he was tempor­ 
arily out of his mind. He was a very 
provident man, and it has been generally 
supposed that his saviog, and the profi-s 
thereof, amount to many thousands of 
dollars. 
He may be somewhere sleeping off the 
effects of a post-Christmas celebration, but 
this seems hardly probable, as he has been 
regarded as a qui'e temperate man. His 
friends are becoming very anxious about 
him.

The Signal Service temperature at 5 a . m . 
and 5 p. m . yesterday was 38° and 46°, 
wnile the highest and lowest was 47° and 
37°, with gentle to fresh and brisk southerly 
winds and fog during the early morning, 
and cloudy weather the remainder ot the 
day.

THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 
A rrival of Several Carinada of M achinery 
for the System . 
Several carloads ot electrical apparatus 
and machinery for the Central Electric 
Railway arrived from the East yesterday, 
making about seven carloads in all that 
have been received. Two or three carloads 
comprising the trucks for the cars, are now 
on the way, and will be here in a few days. 
The apparatus, wires, etc., ara all direct 
from the Edison Works in New Jersey. 
One of the company's workmen and eltc- 
triciacs, a Mr. Koopes, arrived yesterday 
with the machinery, an i is now busily at 
work getting the road into shape to be 
operated by the electric system. lie says 
there ran be no doubt about having the 
system in ruuning order by the 1st of Feb­ 
ruary. and possibly before thst. 
L. L. Lewis, the local manager of the 
road, s'ares that the poles which are to 
carry the overhead wires are nearly all up. 
They will be ueatly painted and supplied 
with ornamental caps, and when completed 
will present a very neat appearance. 
Some idea may be had of the value of 
this enterprise from the fact that the mere 
item of freight on the expensive apparatus 
will aione amount to about $10,009. 
SMITH AND CUMMINGS. 
They are D ischarged B ecause of Insuffi­ 
cient Evidence A gainst T hem . 
In the Police Court yesterday the cases 
of Frank Smith, alias “Shorty,” and 
Charles Cummings, charged with attempt­ 
ing to rob an intoxicated German in Peter 
Eossa’s dive a few nights ago, were dis 
missed for want of sufficient evidence. 
Police officer Stafford testified that he 
saw Cummings and ^m ith “towing” the 
German to Rosea’s 'place, and followed 
them ineide. While they were at the bar 
Cummings engaged the man in conversa­ 
tion while Smith went through his pockets. 
Of course Smith and Cumming3 denied 
the charge, and o hers who were in the 
saloon at the time said they ‘‘didn't see 
anything wrong.” 
Judge Buckley, in dismissing the cases, 
said he believed Smith had his hands in 
the German’s pockets, but he was satisfied 
that the evidence of one persou would not 
warrant holding the men to answer.

They Talk B ight Out In M eeting—T each­ 
ers’ salaries R aised—A New Sub­ 
stitute Fleeted. 


Bang! 
School Director Senatz’ fist came down 
on the School Directors’ table with such 
force as to make the inkstands rattle. 
“I deny every word you say, sir!” he 
shouted, elevating the fist again and shak­ 
ing it angrily at Director Sherburn. “I 
deny every word of it, and don’t ycu dare 
to repeat it.” 
It was at the regular meeting of the Board 
of Education last night, and the trouble 
arose when the applications of Mrs. M. L- 
Bassett and Mrs. C. N. Post, teachers, for 
higher salaries were read. Mrs. Bassett 
bad asked that her salary be raised from 
$85 to $90 per month, and Mrs. Post wanted 
hers raised from $75 to $90. Director Sher­ 
burn declared himself as being opposed to 
raising anvjuore teachers’ salaries. They 
were gettinl^foo much now. be sai l. Mrs. 
Post had been to him, and he had told 
her flatly that he would not vote iu favor 
of her application, notwithstanding the 
fact that, he had known her for years and 
felt very kindly toward her. But he had 
something to say, be said, in reference to 
this application, which was liable 
to nuRT som eb od y's f e e lin g s , 
But he ccu’.d not help it He had been in­ 
formed that two of the Directors, Messrs. 
Senatz and Hopley, had promised the lady 
that, inasmuch, as their terms of office 
would expire immediately after last night’s 
session, they would push her application 
through. 
It wa3 this statement that caused Director 
Senatz to explode. 
"1 would like to know,” he said to Mr. 
Sherburn, “whose word you are going to 
take, mine and Mr. Hopley’s, or somebody 
else’s ? ’ 
Mr. Sherburn stood his ground and inti­ 
mated that the two Directors could put 
whatever construction on his remarks they 
saw fit. 
- 
Mr. Hopley denied that he had made 
any promises. 
Mr. Senatz cooled down somewhat and 
explained that what he did tell the lady 
was that it would be ha-d to raise aoy sal­ 
aries, as it was his and Mr. Hopley’s last 
night as members of the Board. 
Some further discussion followed and 
finally the meeting assumed its wonted 
equanimity. Several votes had to be 
taken on the applicatioas, however, before 
they were disposed of and the final vote 
was in favor of the applications. Direct­ 
ors Sherburn and Payne gave notice that 
they would move to reconsider the matter 
at the next meeting of the Board. 
r eg u l a r b u sin e ss. 
Director Tufts reported from the Com­ 
mittee on Furniture and Supplies that the 
only work done by that committee since 
the last meeting was the placing of a heat- 
ing-furnace in the German class-room at 
the Ninth and P streets school. He added 
that Miss Watson had been after him again 
for some lockers in the fourteen room's in 
the Sacramento Grammar School. He said 
there was no doubt that tbe lockers were 
necessary for the protection of tbe school 
supplies, and if the Board could afford it 
he was in favor of having the work done. 
Discussion on the lccker ques’ion de­ 
veloped the fact that the Sutter school 
needed lockers, too. Mr. Tufts said it 
would cost $140 to supply the Sacramenta 
Grammar School. 
The matter was finally referred back to 
the Committee on Furniture and Supplies. 
Director Davis, on behalf of the Commit­ 
tee on Buildings and Repairs, reported that 
vsr ous repairs of an unimpoitant na ute 
bad been made on nearly all of the schools 
during the past fortnight.

1 HE PERRY SEMINARY ELEPHANT. 
R. W. Parker, the contractor, appeared 
before the Bjaid and asked that his bill for 
street work done in front of the Perry 
Seminary be paid. The bill had been 
brought before tbe Board before and bad 
been referred to the City Trustees, but that 
body had rejected it. Mr. Parker said be 
was bc-ing unjustly punished on account of 
a dispute between tbe Trustees and the 
Board of Education. He was an innocent 
party in the transaction, and he wished 
something to be done. The bill amounted 
to $539. 
Director Tufts moved that the bill be 
not allowed, and that the Trus'ees be noti­ 
fied that the Board of Education would not 
pay for work on city property. 
An amendment was offered that the 
Trustees be notified that the Board of Edu­ 
cation would pay for the street work, pro­ 
vided tbe Trustees would permit the sale 
of the Perry Seminary. 
The motion as amended was carried. 
At this point Chairman Chiptnan stated 
that D. J. Simmons had informed him that 
he could sell the Eemlnary property for 
$10,250, without any expense to the Board. 
MORE DISSENSION. 
Considerable discussion on the seminary 
trouble followed, and it seemed to be the 
unauimous opinion of the Board that the 
property should be sold for the price 
named. Yv'hen it came to a vote, however, 
Director Senatz voted “no,” explaining 
that it was hi9 last appearance as a mem­ 
ber of the Board, and he did uot wish to 
throw any responsibility upon the succeed­ 
ing Board. 
This caused a great roar, and the Chair­ 
man declared the whole subject out of or­ 
der. He said there was no use dallying 
with the matter unless all the members 
were unanimous. 
Director Payne poked Mr. Senatz in the 
ribs, and the latter consented to vote in the 
affirmative. 
But before the vote was taken Director 
Sherburn began to exhibit premonitions of 
opposition, and Chairman Chipman de­ 
clared the matter out of order again, pet­ 
tishly. 
Mr. Sherburn explained, however, that 
he was only going to suggest that the Board 
should not bind itself to Mr. Simmons' 
figure. Somebody might step in and offer 
a larger sum, and then the Board would be 
in a pickle. 
It was finally decided to anthsrize the 
Chairman to inform Mr. Simmons that the 
Board would accept his terms provided the 
Trustees would confirm the sale. 
A NEW SUBSTITUTE. 
School Superintendent Hart stated to 
the Board that the department needed an 
additional substitute teacher. There were 
not enough at pr< sent to go around, and 
lately he had been compelled to take 
charge of classes every day himself on 
account of the absence of substitutes. One 
more, he thought, would ease matters 
greatly. 
w All of the Directors began digging in 
their inside pockets for their memorandum 
books. Nearly all of them had candidates 
to place in nomination. Mr. Payne nomi­ 
nated Miss Tillie Ash. Mr. Sherburn nomi­ 
nated Miss Wood and the others nominated 
Misses Wolf, Brogan, Fay and Steinfel. 
After several tie votes Miss Ash received 
a majority and was declared elected. 
The attention of the Board was also 
called to the fact that the trees surround­ 
ing the various school-houses were sadly 
in need of trimming, and the Committee 
oa Buildings and Repairs were instructed 
to attend to the matter. 
The Board then adjourned until next 
Monday evening, when the newly-elected 
members will be installed. 
INAUGURAL HALL. 
T he C om m ittee N early T hrough Its 
W ork—som e F acts for G uests. 
There was a meeting of the Inaugural 
Ball Committee at the Golden Eagle Hotel 
last evening, when various matters con­ 
cerning the ball were considered. It was 
announced that the arrangements therefor 
bad been practically completed, and that 
the prospect favored by far the grand­ 
est affair of the kind in the history of the 
State. 
The Printing Committee submitted 
proofs of the souvenirs that are to accom­ 
pany each ticket. They are printed on 
fine cardboard 7x12 inches in size, and the 
design is very neat. It consists of litho- 
m nbed vignettes nf Governor Markham 


and Lieutenant-Governor Roddick, with a 
picture ot the Capitol building in one cor­ 
ner, a id a glimpse of Yosemite valiey in 
another. A wreath of orange boughs ea 
circle the portrait of the Governor, while 
over that of the L’eutenant-Governor fall 
the folds of a furled banner held in the 
talons of an eagle. Acrtss the top are ihe 
words: “Souvenir of the Inaugural Ball— 
January 9, 1891,” and at the bottom: "Sac­ 
ramento, California.” 
Reports received of the sale of tickets 
wa-rant he belief that there will be a very 
large attendance, especially from San 
Francisco, where 146 have already been 
sold. Usually that city takes about twenty- 
five.The arrangements far the comfort of 
gutsts are very c implete. Mayor Comst-ick 
has selected fifrren gentlemeu from the In­ 
vitation and Reception Committee to be 
present at the Capitol and receive the 
gue'ts as they arrive and look after their 
comfort. 
All naval and military officers are ex­ 
pected to attend in full uniform. 
It was staged that complimentary tickets 
and invitations had not been mailed to the 
hemes of the incoming State officials and 
members of the Legislature, as many had 
already left their homes. They wili receive 
them on their arrival here. 
A covered archway will be constructed 
from the main entiauce to the Capitol to 
the outer edge of the steps, so that when 
guests step from thpir carriages they will 
be under shelter. This passage-way will 
be carpeted. 
The committee will meet again on Fri­ 
day ev-.-ning next at 7:30 o’clock. 
CONTESTED ELECTION CASES. 
T hose of Hamilton am i B aker Continued 
—The R easons T heretor. 
When the co .tested election case of W. 
B. Hamilton vs. W. W. Rhoads for the 
office of County Clerk, was called yester­ 
day, Judge Van Fleet said he could uot 
possibly then enter upon the hearin of the 
case, as he would to-day occupy the bench 
in Judge Hunt’s Court m San Francisco to 
hear cases of much importance. 
Grove L. Juhuson, Mr. Hamilton’s coun­ 
sel, said his client was anxious to have the 
case tried this week and the issue deter­ 
mined before the office changed hands, 
which otherwise would occur on Monday 
next. 
C. T. Jones, counsel for Mr. Rhoads—who 
holds a certificate of election—said his side 
was ready to go on with tbe case ; that Mr. 
Rhoads had no intention of trying to hold 
the place through technicalities, and was 
willing the matter should be set at rest by 
a recount of the votes. 
There was no alternative, however, and 
the case went over until to-morrow morn­ 
ing. 
CITY JUSTICESHIP. 
Yesterday was the day set for hearing the 
contest iu the case of 0. W. Baker against 
J. B. Dev ne, involving the position of City 
Justice cf the Peace. When the case was 
caUed, Elwood Brnner, counsel for Devine, 
moved that the service of the citation fce 
quashed, as a copy thereof had not beeu 
sei veil by the Sheriff'upon his client, and 
on the further ground tíiat the paper served 
was not authenticated by the Clerk of the 
Court. 
Clinton L. White, counsel for Mr. Baker, 
admitted that the point raised was an ef­ 
fectual bar to the proceedings at that time, 
and Judge Van Fleet made an order quash- 
iDg the service of the citation. 
A motion was then made by Mr. White 
for the issuance of a new citation. It was 
opposed by Mr. Bruner on the ground 
that the citation could not be served wi h- 
in ten days after the filing of the state­ 
ment, as required by law. 
Judge Van Fleet did not agree with coun­ 
sel on that point, holding that a litigant’s 
legal rights could no: be jeopardized because 
of the failure of Court officials to do their 
duty. 
It was ordered that the case be set for 
hearing on the 12th of January.

CITY AFFAIRS. 


Property-uw uers W ho Objected to Cer­ 
tain Street W ork—The China slough 
t>ue> lou Up Again. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Board of 
City Trustees lawyer A. P. Catlin presented 
a bill for $5,009 for iegal servi-e's to the city 
in thirty-one proceedings in Court. The 
bill was referred to the Mayor and City 
Auditor to report on it next Mondav. 
A communication was received from 
John E:tel, P F. Scott and H.G. Trumpler, 
remonstrating against the manner in 
which Fourteenth street, from N to O, had 
been graded, and complaining also agiinst 
the quality of gravel used in the work. 
Mr. Scott appeared before Ihe Board and 
stated that tr.e work on the street was not 
properly done. Only tbe other day a smalt 
vegetable wagon mired down in the gravel, 
so that the horse could no! pull the vehicle 
out. 
The contractor. Mr. Tuiihey, at­ 
tempted, he said, to haul a four-horse 
roller over the street, and he also had great 
difficulty in doing so. The horses mired 
d-KD and were hardly able to draw the 
load.Trastee McLaughlin thought that prop­ 
erty owners were too hasty iu condemning 
streets. They Hid not wait until ttie gravel 
had packed. He suggested that one week 
from Mi nday be ret as a time (or hearing 
both sides of the cas°, from the pr jperty- 
owners aud the contractor. 
Curá3 Bios. & Co. wete given the con­ 
tract for furnishing vegetables to the Citv 
Prison for $4 20 per month. Mrs Kent & 
Son were awar.-.ed the coutruct for furnish­ 
ing bread a: 2 4.5 cents per pound. J. C. 
Scbaden was ttie lowest bidil<-r on all pro­ 
visions to be furnished the ptisou, except­ 
ing potatoes. M. A. Schaden will supply 
this article. 
The Mayor reparted that the bids for do­ 
ing the citv printing were the same as had 
been handed in last year, and they were 
deemed satisfactory. The work will be 
divided up among the different offices iu 
the city. 
A petition was received asking that the 
Board refuse to grant a license for the 
opening of a salooD on the southeast cor­ 
ner of Twentieth and M streets. 
The matter was refetred to the Mavor, 
who will notify the City Collector that the 
petition is on file, so that he wilt not issue 
a license before all parties interested have a 
hearing before the Board. 
John Eitei submitted a communication 
protesting against the plan of the sewer 
wnich the Board proposed to construct iu 
the alley between J and K. Seventeenth 
and Twenty-fifth streets. Remons'rances 
signed numerously by property-owners 
were also received, and the whole subject 
wss referred to the Street Commissioner. 
T. C. Churchman asked the Board to re­ 
move a fence which was in the middle cf 
Thirtieth street, from B to D, and Trustee 
McLaughlin's attention was called to the 
matter. 
A recess was taken till 1:30 p. m. 
At the afternoon session a bill for $066 
was presented by J C. Pierson for work on 
the levee The B tard decided to allow 
$600, all that was left in tbe levee fund. 
City Attorney Hart presented a claim for 
$25 for services during the first week of 
April, 1899, or the few days which ex-City 
Attorney Church held office beyond his 
term. The bill was laid over for one week. 
The sum of $1 459 49 wss allowed the 
3ucramei'.to S:re?t Improvement Company; 
as one-fourth the cost of grading and 
graveling N s:reet, from Fifteenth to Nine­ 
teenth 
A petition, signed by property-owners on 
O stieet, from Twenty-second to Twenty- 
third, was received, asking that they be 
I allowed one fi urth the cost of improving 
tbe street. They had done tbe work them­ 
selves. 
The Board directed that the bill be made 
out iu proper form, so that it could be 
passed upon. 
T. H. Waliis appeared, and asked why it 
was tbai the property-owners on Tenth 
stre-t. from N to R. had been charged $1 72 
per front foot tor the improve mem ot the 
street. When tbe first bid was received, 
hesaid.it was estimated that even with 
granite crosswalks the cost would amount 
only to $1 60 and when the work was doue 
it was found toaoio ;n- to $172,and wooden 
crosrin :s were laid at that. 
A number of other propet ty-owners were 
present, and urged that they be allowed a 
rebate because many of the old curbings 
liad b en used instead cf new lumber. 
Deputy .Surveyor Muilaney was called iu, 
and after making an extended explanation 
to those ptesen*, the matter was amicably 
adjhs’ed. 
In reference to the matter of filling China 
slough, the Mayor said he had talked with 
several of the railroad officials ir. San Fran­ 
cisco, and they told him that they intended 
to correspond with Mr. Huntington right 
away, to see if work could not be com­ 
menced in April, or thereabouts. 
Trustee McLaughlin staled that tbe side­ 
walks on N sireet, between Seventh and 
Eighth, in front of the property owned by 
Mrs. Drestell and Mrs Anna Duffy, were 
in bad conditiou and had been condemned, 
bu’ no attention was paid to the order of 
the Board. 
Mr. McLaughlin also reported that peo­ 
ple were in the habit of throwing ashes 
into the gutters, and the practice ought to 
be stojiprd. 
The Mayor said he would speak to the 
Chief of Police about it. 
The Board adjourned after allowing a 
batch of demands._________

W ashington, December 29th.—The Star 
says the killing of John Prentiss Matthews, 
Postm aster at Carrolton, Miss., by young 
McBride, will probable turn out to be a 
cause celebre. The Star reporter yesterday 
saw J. M. Matthews, of Mississippi, who 
was the Republican candidate for Congress 
against General Mocker at the last election, 
and who is also a brother of the dead n a n . 
Matthews had just received the following 
telegram from Carrolton; 
“John was murdered by a mob. H e had 
been notified by a dozen men that a mob 
was going to kill him . That day he saw 
men with their guns, and got his rifle. 
W hen he did this the Sheriff arrested him 
and placed him under bonds. John point­ 
ed three men out to the Sheriff, and asked 
him to arrest them and protect his life. 
The Sheriff refused. It was a plot, and all 
were in it. 
W hen he went to the hotel for 
dinner, McBride, who was still in the drug 
store, shot him down with a shot gun, kill­ 
ing him instantly. Not satisfied with this, 
McBride firea five shots at him from a re­ 
volver after he was dead. The mob then 
began dancing and shouting around the 
body, with most vile abuse and curses. 
John had received several anonymous let­ 
ters telling him he had to leave town. The 
m urderer goes free, and all because they 
m ust have the postoffice.” 
“My brother, said Matthews, “was only 
21 years old. H e was the first Republican 
postmaster to take the Carrolton office for 
years, and it was freely said that no Repub­ 
lican should hold the office.” 


CIV IL SER V IC E. 


T h e C o m m issio n ers D en y Som e o f IF ana- 
m a k er's S ta tem en ts. 
W ashington, 
December 
29th. — The 
Civil Service Commission has addressed a 
lengthy letter to the President regarding 
the annual report of Postmaster-General 
W anam aker, in which the latter said the 
civil service examination, particularly as 
regards postoffice employes, ought to be 
improved. 
The Commissioners say they have many 
times asked the high officials of the Post­ 
office Departm ent for suggestions, but this 
annual report is the first intim ation they 
riceived that the departm ent had anything 
to suggest. The statem ent that from one- 
fourth to one-third of the men furnished 
by the Commission through the Railway 
Mail Service examination have not proved 
satisfactory is denied by the Commission 
in the letter, which shows that more than 
nine-tenths of these men are still kept in 
the service. 
The Commissioners express surprise that 
their work 
is 
not 
satisfactory. 
The 
Commissioners say the figures of Wana- 
m aker's own report contradict his assser- 
tions. The figures also show that of the 
Posioffice Inspectors furnished from the 
Commission’s list more than ninety per 
cent, have been retained. There is no class 
of employes, the Commissioners say,which 
it is more desirable to keep from political 
patronage than Postoifice inspectors. 


FO R EIG N IM M IG R A T IO N . 


O w en ’s N ew B ill to b e W ith h eld for the 
P resen t. 
W ashington, December 
29th. — Two 
weeks ago Chairman Owen, of the House 
Committee on Im m igration, was author­ 
ized by the majority of the members of his 
committee to report a comprehensive bill 
to the House amendatory of the present 
contract labor and im m igration laws. The 
bill was thought to be a conservative meas­ 
ure, but it is now being hung up because of 
objections raised by Lehlbach of New Jer­ 
sey. who at the time was absent on the Pa­ 
cific slope engaged in an investigation of 
the methods by which Chinamen are smug­ 
gled into the United States. 
Lehlbach agrees in his views with those 
of the German-American secret societies, 
which are inclined to oppose any measure 
which has for its object the erection of bar­ 
riers to complete the freedom of immigra­ 
tion to the United States, 
Lehlbach, as soon as he heard of the 
action of the committee, protested against 
anything being done in his absence. It 
was in consequence of this protest that 
Owen held off the report, which will not 
be made to the House until Lehlbach re­ 
turns. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
Wa shingto n, December 25tb.—The Senate 
met at noon and the Vice-President laid before 
the Senate a communication tram the Gov­ 
ernor of Idaho transmitting the names of the 
Senators-elect from that State—Geoige L. Shoup 
and William McConnell. 
The credentials having been read, M r. Hoar 
stated that Mr. Shoup was present, and asked 
that the oath of office be administered to him. 
Vance remarked that the new Statd of Idaho 
appeared to have elected more than its share 
ot Senators, and he thought the credentials 
should be referred to the Committee on Privi­ 
leges a id Elections. 
Hoar’s motion having been agreed to, that 
Senator escorted Shoup to the Clerk’s desk, 
where he took the oath of office. 
Harris subsequently inquired what had be­ 
come of Vances motioD, and said that Snoup 
was simply sworn in on his prima facie cese. 
Vance remarked that It was s tated in the 
newspapers that three Senators had been 
elected in Idaho, and that the Legislature had 
gone to the extent of assigning to each of them 
the term for which he would serve. That was 
contrary, he said, to a rule of the Senate, and 
to a constitutional provision. He thought it 
proper, therefore, that the question should be 
determined by the proper committee ot the 
Senate. 
Mitchell said that he had reliable Informa­ 
tion that it was a false report. So far as the 
election of three Senators was concerned he 
held that it was regular and in order. 
Hoar argued that the question was a simple 
one. It was clear and unquestionable that one 
of the two Senators, whose credentials had just 
been presented, would go out on March 4. 1891, 
and the Legislature being in session had elected 
a Senator for the term which would then begin. 
Beyond all question there would be a vacancy 
at that time, because one of those gentlemen 
would have to go out on the 4th of March, 1691. 
After discussion between Carlisle, Reagan, 
Spooner and others, regarding the legality of 
the elections of the three Senators bv the Idaho 
Legislature, the credentials of Shoiip and Mc­ 
Connell were relerred to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. 
Aldrich offered a resolution for an amend­ 
ment of the rules, which he had heretolore 
given notice of, and asked that it be printed 
and laid over. 
Cockrell asked whether it was given in order 
to remove the resolution to the Committee on 
Rules. 
Aldrich replied that the motion ©ould be in 
order when the resolution came up. 
Stewart gave notice teat to-morrow morning 
he would move to take up the financial bill. 
Gorman moved to take up the bill for the ad­ 
justment of the accounts of laborers, etc., un­ 
der the eight-hour law, but Hoar claimed the 
floor on the elections bill, and Gorman with­ 
drew his motion. Hoar yielded the floor to 
Hiscock, who addressed the Senate at length 
in support of the bill. 
At the conclusion of Biscock’s speech Hoar 
addressed the Senate. In the course of his re­ 
marks Hoar said the struggle for the pending 
bill was a struggle fcr a step toward estab­ 
lishing a doctrine to which the American peo­ 
ple were pledged by their history, their Consti­ 
tution. their opinions and their interests. Thev 
could not know in their citizenship slaves, vas"- 
sals, or inferior races. It was idle to debate 
theories or philosophies in the presence of the 
express provisions si the Constitution. The 
committee that reported the bill had merely 
undertaken to act on the advice of S. s. Cox 
and other leading Democrats, and extend the 
beneficent system of electoral supervision, en­ 
forced in New York, to other parts of the coun­ 
try. The Senators would put forth the whole 
military powers of the Government to defend 
settlers against the Indians, though the latter 
had been provoked by a hundred years of 
wrong. 
Would they not also protect them 
against the unprovoked outrages at the polls? 
Without concluding his spsecn Hoar said he 
yielded for an executive session, and the Senate 
soon adjourned. 


The K ansas Senatorsliip. 
Kansas C ity, December 29;h.—The Star 
this evening says that Chairman Buchan- 
nan, of the Kansas Republican State Cen­ 
tral Committee, said to-day that the great 
work before the friends cf Ingalls is to 
prevent, if possible, the Alliance men from 
caucusing. W hen they go into caucus he 
said, the man they nominate will be elected 
on the first ballot. A dispatch from To­ 
peka says that a caucus has been called for 
the evening before the assembling of the 
Legislature. Ingalls has arrived at Topeka 
and is managing his own campaign.

T he P olice C ap tu re T hem A fier an E x­ 
citin g Chase. 
Chica<jO. December 29ih.—One of the 
most daring robberies known in Chicago 
was perpetrated to-day by three stock-yard 
toughs, undoubtedly tbe same parties who 
recently robbed the cashier of Allerton’s 
packinghouse. 
A few minutes past noon three men en­ 
tered the Merchant’s Exchange Bank, on 
Commercial 
avenue. 
South 
Chicago. 
Cashier W ilder and bookkeeper Willis had 
gone to lunch, and the only person left in 
the bank was Frank Lynn, 
Assistant 
Cashier. 
Two of the men went to the windows cf 
the bank railing, pointed revolvers at Lynn 
and ordered him to open the door at the 
rear and let the third man in. Lynn did 
this, when the robber knocked him down 
and kicked him in the stomach until the 
vouDg man was completely helpless. Then 
he entered the vault and took from the 
safe three $5,000 packages of bills, some 
change, and a box containing deeds and 
mortgages. Then he picked up Lynn and 
threw him into the vault and locked the 
door on him. The burglars then put their 
spoil into a sack, and, taking a buggy, 
drove down the street. 
Book-keeper W illis passed the men at 
the entrance to the bank, and on getting 
inside was surprised to find the vault 
locked and no one present. He 
opened the vault, when young 
out, bloody, and groaning that 
had been robbed. 
Willis rushed outside and met Police 
Lieutenant Jenkins and Sergeant Powers. 
The patrol wagon was called on and they 
started in hot pursuit of the robbers, whom 
they could see a mile ahead. The lash 
was plied mercilessly and the police were 
gaining rapidly, when the horses began to 
give out. 
The Lieutenant ordered the 
officers to use their shotguns as soon as 
they could get within range, while he 
jum ped out in order to get another wagoa. 
At the corner of South Chicago and Cot­ 
tage Grove avenues the robbers deserted 
the buggy, getting into the covered meat 
wagon of Charles Mullin, evidently with 
the idea that they would thus elude the 
vigilance of the police, but the pursuers 
were too close, and a volley from a shot- 
eun soon caused them to desert the wagon. 
W hen it was caught up with Mullin was 
placed under arrest, although protesting 
that he knew nothing about it, while the 
officers continued the chase after the rob­ 
bers. 
One of them. John Corbett, surrendered, 
and after a long hunt the others were 
found in a barn. They opened fire on 
being discovered, and Patrick O’Brien, a 
watcfiman with the police, was shot in the 
thigh. The sight of shotguns was too 
much for them, however, and they soon 
gave up, surrendering all the spoils. 
They gave their names as Frank Bennett 
aud H enry Festherstone. The latter is 
known to the police by several other 
names.
